STREWN WITH FLOWERS. 


General Observance of Decoration Day by 
the Grand Army of the Kepublic—The 
Parade and Exercises in New York— 
President Harrison in Brooklyn—Trib- 
utes to the Dead Heroes. 


New York, May %8.—Though the early 
morning did not give promise of a fair day, 
yet it could not be said to bea very unpleas- 
ant prospect, for the rain fell only lightly and 
atirreguiar intervals, while as the morning 
wore on the rain ceased entirely, and the sun 
attimes almost broke through the clouds. 
Allthe public buildings displayed their flags 
at half-mast, but there was a very 
meager display of bunting elsewhere, 
except at the hotels and newspaper 
offices. Even along the line of the 
march of the parade there had been no at 
tempt at elaborate decoration. Points of 
vautage along the line were taken by sight- 
seers at an early hour, and the reviewing 
stands were well filled before the parade 
started from Fifty-eighth street. The line of 
march was a sbort one, down Fifth avenue to 
Fourteenth street and thence to Broadway 
and around Union Square. The most elabo- 
rate feature of theijdecorations was noticeable 
at Union Square, where the Lincoln statue 
was beautifully adorned. Arouna the base 


and withiu the railings verbenas, geraniums 
and flowering plants are massed ina solid 
bank; the pedestal was covered with punches 
of flowers, laurel leaves and green Vines, with 
insignia oi war truced in flowers. The W ash- 
ington statue was also beautifully decorated 
and the Seventh Regiment monumentin the 
west drive in Central Park was a great center 
of attraction to lovers of flowers as tributes to 
the patriotic dead. The procession started 

romptiy at9o’clock headed by, Gen. O. O.

tion Day. The Grand Army men 
in the past have been so fortunate as 
to obtain the attendance of Presidents and 
others in the reviewing stand, and to-day 
they had a Grand Army ot the Republic vet- 
eran, Gen. Benj. Harrison, President of the 
United States, to review them. The President 
was assisted by another veteran, Gen. Ben]. 
F. Tracy, Seeretary of the Navy. 
The President sy ey early at the resi- 
dence of Joseph F „ in company with 
Secretary of the Navy racey and ayor 
Chapin. After breakfast several prominent 
citizens ealled and shook bands with Preai- 
dent Harrison. It was near 10 o’clock when 
the President and his party started out to re- 
view the parade. The head of the column was 
on the corner of Bedford and Division 
aver tes. of the President, 

Grand Marshal H. W. Knight gave the order 
to fall into line. The various organizations 
appeared from the streets very rapidly. It 
was estimated that 20,000 persons were packed 
on Fort Green Plaza and the intersection 
streets as the head of the column 
passed by. The G. A. n men. 
as they passed the President, litted 
their hatsto the man who had been their 
comrade in arms. Secretary Tracey was on 
the left of the President and he, too, came ia 
fora graceful welcome. The veteran and 
paid firemen and the letter- carriers got their 
share ofthe day’s honors. After the review 
the President, with Secretary Tracey, Mayor 
Chapin and others, went to Mr. Knapp's rest 
dence, where an informal reception was held. 


At the National Capital. 


WasHINGTON, D. C., May 30.—Although 
the weather prospects were dubious thia 
morning the veterans ofthe late war turned 
out in good forceto make their annual pil- 


grimageto Arlington, the Soldiers’ Home 
and other grounds, where the remains of 
their old comrades rest, and to pay their 
tribute of respect and uffection in the shape 
of floral offerings and suitable ceremonies. 
There was little evidence of business activity 
to be seen, and the spirit of the 
day was generally observed. ‘The statues of 
Garfield and otber dead leaders in Wash- 
ington were tastefully adorned with flowers 
and bunting, and there was a plentiful dis- 
play of the National colors in all parts of the 
city. The precession to Arlington was the 
feature of the day. Several hundred oid 
veterans, manycarrving their muskets and 
others bearing sticks, capped with small 
flags, were escorted by the District National 
Guard in the march to the National Cemetery. 
To those who have for years past observed 
this ceremony there was something affectin 

in the rapidly shrinking lines, the whitened 
hair and the baiting gait ofthe old warriors. 
Nevertheless they made a pretty show as they 
straightened up in line, and marched with a 
gay vussumption of briskness toward the home 
of the dead. 

The Grand Army of the Republic concen- 
trated its efforts upon Arlington and the cer- 
e.inonies there were upon a larger scale than 
elsewhere. Attorney-General Miller was 
the representative of the Administration at 
that place. Gen. D. 8. Alexander was the ora- 
tor of tbe day and the poem was delivered by 
Eugene F. Ware of Kansas. The invocation 
was made by Bishop Hurst and appropriate 
music was rendered by the Marine Band and 
the Mozart Club and a salute was fired by a 
battery of artillery. 


Philadelphia. 


PHILADELPHIA, Pa., May 30.—Although the 
sky was overcast with clouds, which fre- 
quentiy became ominous, there was no rain 
here duringthe morning and 4 times the 
sun shone brightly. The day — 
observed as a holiday, all 8 offices and 
nearly all business houses being 
closed.

New Tonk, May 30.—The proper salute of 
thirteen guns greeted Admiral Bancroft Ghe- 
rardi’s flagship, the Galena, as she steamed up 
tothe Brooklyn Navy Yardearly yesterday 
morning, after a quick run of four days and 
sixteen bours from Key West, Fla. While 
here, she bad gone nearly three weeks ago 
from Port-au-Prince, Hayti, The Galena has 
been in Haytien waters looking after Ameri- 
can interests since December 12, when, in 
company with the Yantic, she went to Fort- 
au-Prince, flying Rear Admiral Luce’s flag, to 
demand the release of the steamer Haytien 
Republic. The Post- DISPATCH correspondent 
went aboard the Galena shortly after her ar- 
rival at the navy yard, and Admiral Gherardi 
spoke freely ubout the condition of affairs in 
the Black Republic. He said: 

„The Northern party, led $y Gen. Hippo- 
lyte, had a most decided advantage when we 
left the island, andlam of the opinion that 
the trouble will be settied in a short time, 
When we first arrived at the island the 
Northern forces were confined to the prov- 
ince north of Astiboniti and were closely in- 
vested.

THE SAMOAN TREATY MADE BY THE 
UNITED STATES AND GERMANY. 


The Agreement Reached by the Commission- 
ers at the Berlin Conference—Local Self- 
Government for Samoa and the Restora- 
tion of Malietoa—The Treaty Powers to 
Have Coaling Stations, 


Special Cablegram tothe Post-Dispatch. 

BERLIN, May 80.—The Samoan commission 
assembled at the Imperial Chancellor’s official 
residence at the usual hour yesterday. Greet- 
ings between the representatives of the 
powers were unusually cordial, because, at a 
special conference held Tuesday night, the 
Anal barriers to an agreement had been re- 
moved. Yesterday’s sitting was not long. 
The treaty was read in its engrossed form and 
concurred in article by article. The following 
is an accurate abstract of the provisions of the 
treaty in its completed form: 

The provisions of the treaty first agreed up- 
on related to the municipal Government of 
Apia. This point was settledin sub-commit- 
tee and was accepted by the plenary confer- 
ence as contended for by the American Com- 
missioners. The Government of Samoa is to 


none of the treaty powers will have any voice 
in the local government of the town (Apla) 
further than that granted to them in the gen- 
eral centrol of the Samoan Islanders. The 
leading clause in the treaty insures the absolute 
autonomy of the Samoan Islands, guarantee- 
ing tothe natives not only a predominating 
influence in every governmental body, but 
restricting the treaty powers from representa- 
Sec- 
retary Bayard had favored such a repre- 
sentation. The treaty further provides for 
a sort of advisory council to con- 
sult with the native King whenever 
necessary. In view of the large commercial 
interests ofthe United States and Germany 
each of these countries will be allowed a full 
fledged member, but England’s representa- 
tive willact only in character ofan arbiter 
or umpire when German and American Miais- 
ters fall to agree. 
LOCAL SELF-GOVERNMENT. 

A land court or commission is provided by 
the treaty whose business it will be to ex- 
amine into the titles of Famoan real estate, 
settle the many disputed claims that foreigners 
bave been setting up in Samoa and generally 
to set. at rest all questions as to 
the ownership of land both by 
toreigners and natives on the Is- 


lands, The Constitution of the Govern- 
ment of the Islands is provided for and in this 
feature Secretary Bayard’s proposition to the 
first Samoan conference has been virtually 
adopted as awbole. The Islands are to be 
zoverned by the native King and Vice-King, 
elected by the Samoans. These two ofiicials, 
together with the Chiefs of the Samoan fam! 
lies or clans, will compose an upper house of 
the native Legistature. This upper bouse is 
styled the Taimua. The lower house, or Fai- 
pule,is to be made up of native Samoans chosen 
by the people upon the basis of one repres- 
sentive tor every two thousand people. Ihe 
treaty guarantees the restoration of the statu 
quo ante and the rehabilitation of Malietoa as 
hing of Samoa. This point was long resisted 
by the German representatives in the plenary 
conference, but was finally conceded. 
COALING STATIONS. 

An outline of atariff schedule is also em- 
braced inthe treaty, Its zterms are general 
and provide for changes after the 
expiration of certain periods. The 
provisions ofthe several treaties now in ex- 


istence between the Powers and Samoa as to | 


the coaling stations set apart upon the 
islands are re-enactedin thistreaty. A sep- 
arate station is alloted to each power in which 
ships of war shall be at liberty to enter, to 
anchor and to remain; there to take in sup- 
plies and to repair; and each Government 
shall be at liberty to make there, st its own 
pleasure, ail such contrivances or 
arrangements as may be useful for 
ships of war and their officers and crews. 
It 9 agreed that each power may erect builid- 
ings on the shores of said harbors for storing 
coal or any other supplies for ships of war. 
Each government shall also be at liberty to 
holst its fag on the ground where the station 
buildings will be erected; but the sovereignty 
of Samoa over the barbors shall net in any 
way be abridged or prejudiced thereby. 
INDEMNITY FOR GERMANY, 

The section which caused more discussion 
than any other was that prescribing the in- 
to be exacted from the Samoans 
for the destruction of German lives 
and property. Afterlengthy deliberations in 
committee and conference the German repre- 
the point and 
withdrew ther demand for indemnity in a 
sum which would have impoverished the Sa- 
moans for years to come. The treaty pro- 
vides for the payment of a nominal sum only. 
Taken as a whole, the treaty can hardly fail to 
be satisfactory to citizens in the United States. 
It will be found to reflect quite as much credit 
upon ex-Secretary Bayard, who laid down the 


lines upon which it had been drawn, as upon 


the administration under whose auspices it 
has been completed. 

The text was sent by cabie to the State De- 
partment at Washington last night, and the 
treaty will receive the signatures of United 
States Commissioners Phelps, Kasson and 
Bates when notice of approval is received 
from Secretary Blaine. As each important 
step has bern taken only after conference with 
the -tate Department by cable, very little fear 
of undue delay is entertained. The final cere- 
mony of signing the treaty by representatives 
of all the contracting Goveruments is ex- 
pected to occur within ten days. The docu- 
ment is quite long, and several hours will be 
required to transmit it. 

ENGLAND SATISFIED. 

The English Commissioner left for London 
last night to submit a draft of the treaty to 
his government. Personally he expressed 
himself as thoroughly satisfied. During tne 
latter part of the discussion England's infiu- 
ence was stendtastly thrown on the side of the 
United States. This policy was in contrast to 
Sackvilie-West’s evident instructions at the 


time of the former conference at Washington. ¢ 


England appears to be growing jeaious of the 
colonial ambitions of the German Empire. 


DIED PENNILESS, 


Nathan Corwith Ruined by His Son’s Specu- 
lations in Lead. 


CCA, III., May 80.—Nathan Corwith, for 
many years one of the most widely known 
citizens of Chicago, died last night. Affections 
of the heart and liver caused his death. Mr. 
Corwith, who had engaged largely in trade 
and banking at Galena, came to Chicago in 
1864, and with his brother Henry, began to 
deal in land. Nathan Corw'th accumuiated 
about 51. 500, 000 worth of property and about 
three years ago be retired from business, Last 
July his son, Gurdon, whois a metal broker 
in New York, persuaded his father to try to 
effect a corner in the lead business. In a few 
months the money was all gone, and an ex- 
amination of the books showed that not a 
single pound of lead was owned bythe firm. 
It is sberged that Gurdon Corwith squandered 
all of his father’s wealth in speculation. At 
all events, Nathan Corwith found bimselt 
without a dollar in the world.

A PETITION ASKING FOR INVESTIGATOR 
EHLERT’S DISCHARGE. 


Why Sheriff Tohlman and Deputy Smith 
Should Have No Voice in the Direction 
of the Inguiry Into tne Naturalization 
Frauds — More Missourians Coming 
Hiome by Presidential Advice, 


N HIS return to this 
city next Monday Dis- 
trict Attorney Reynolds 
will be presented with 
a petit'ou asking for the 
discharge of Special As- 
sistant Henry W. Ehlert, 
who is now employed 
investigating election 
fraud cases. The peti- 
tion, which is 
very quietiy circulated 
is said to have emanat- 
ed from the Sheriff's 
office. Ford Smith, 
Secretary of the Repub- 
loan City Committee 
ind legal adviser and 
chief deputy of Sheriff 
John H. Pobliman, is 
said to be the custodian 
oi the pruyer. „ was not at his law office 
or in the Sheriff’s quarters atthe Court- 
honse when a visit was paid to 
these places to-aay and his connection with 
the movement cou!d not be positively ascer- 
tained. A petition forthe removal of Ehlert 
from the Sheriff's office will be regarded by 
the public rather as an indorsement, notwith- 
standing the estimate that may have 
been placed upon his efficiency previously. 
Early in the investigation of the election 
frauds the present Grand-jury proposed 


to call before it the editors of the dally papers, 
Sheriff John H. Pohlman and Ed kutler to get 
a comprehensive view of the frauds. 

THIS PLAN WAS ABANDONED, 
however, as soon as the first statement of the 
frauds was made, The jurors decided 
that they would not summon the 
Sheriff. It was ascertained that the 
Sheriff and his chief deputy, Ford Smith, had 
been present ata quiet little meeting in the 
latter’s office opposite the Court-house at 
which some important evidence wus destroyed 
by the Sberiff. The papers were not destroyed 
because they were expected to cut such an im- 
portant figure eight months later, but 
larghly in another consideration entirely. 

The naturalization business was placed in 
the hands of the Executive Committee of the 
Republican Central Committee. They furnished 
their employes with slips, and each commit- 
teeman had a book of these. Each slip was 
good = for $1.50, the clerk’s fee for 
issuing naturalization papers. These were 
turned over to the clerk of the court, who re- 
turned them to tbe committee ana collected 
onthem. To pay these claimsthe committee 
drew on the funds collected for the campaign. 
Soine time after the election when it Was 
found that the committee’s expenses for nat 
uralization had been exceedingly heavy some 
question was raised astothe whereabouts of 

THE VOUCHERS. 
Then it was learned thatthe Executive Com- 
mitttee had burned theslips. A committea- 


man who witnessed one of these sessions of 


Committee described 
the proceeding at an auditing session. 
Ford Smith produced the bundles of 
slips, each of which was supposed to repre- 
sent one naturalization. Pohlinan then moved 
thatthe Treasurer be instructed to pay the 
account and that the slips be destroyed. The 
motion carried as it invariably did and even if 
it didn’t, there was uo chance to preserve the 
slips as they were often in flames over the 
lainp before the wmotion was fully 
put before the house. These slips would 
now be important evidence before the Graud- 
jury. Considering that Messrs. Pohiman and 
Smith were of the committee which paid for 
the issue of many of these fraudulent natu- 
ralization papers their petition to have any- 
d scharged from the investigation should 
e granted H no other reasons are offered 
uest.

Central Baptist Church (colored) is again un- 


der arrest. Shortly after II o’clock this morn- 


ing J. M. M. Stokes, clerk of the church, ap- 
peared at the Four Courts and swore out a 
Warrant charging Mr. Anderson with forgery 
im using the name of Mr. Stokes in 
a fraudulent manner. The warrant was signed 
by Mr. Stokes and W. u. Thompson, cashier 
of the Boatman’s Bank. The instrument was 
at once placed in the hands of Deputy Sheriff 
Hardwig, and that officer started out in search 
of his man. He had been gone but a few 
minutes when Mr. Anderson made his appear- 
ance in the main corridor ofthe building and 
engaged in conversation with Golden Wash- 
ington, the porter. At this mo- 
ment John H. Fisse, representing the 
trustees of the church, passed through the 
buliding, and seeing Anderson so close at 
hand, he proceeded to the Sheriff's office, in- 
formed Deputy Kirby of what he had seen, 
and five minutes later the once prosperous 


pastor was 

BEHIND THE BARS. 
The prisoner made no resistance and seemed 
but little surprised at his arrest. He at once 
dispatched a messenger for a friend, 
Oharles Stucks, a saloon-keeper at Lucas 


avenue and Eleventh street, and calmiy sat 
down to await the action of that gentleman in 
the matter of furnishing ball. 

When seen by a PosTt- DISPATCH representa- 
tive he seemed disposed toward utter silence 
and was non-committal in his conversation.

The money had been drawn on checks signed 
Rev. 8. P. Andersou and J. M. Stokes, but the 
latter denounced tbe use of his name on the 
checks as forgeries. Anderson could not be 
found and Chief Huebler was authorized by J. 
H. Fisse, who represented the trustees of the 
church, to offera reward of $100 for his ar- 


rest. 
A few days later the fugitive was arrested in 
San Francisco, Cal., but the church officials 
used to send a man to bring dim back 
and the prisoner was released. Anderson 
AT ONCE RETURED 
to his home in this city arriving on May 17, 
but bas not occupied his pulpitsince. Ail 
negotiations toward the amicabie settlement 
of the affair have been conducted on the 
quiet and the only statement which could be 
obtained from any person concerned was that 
„everything would be made clear at the 
per time. 

About 1 p.m. to-day Deputy Hardwig re- 
turned to the Four Courts with the warrant, 
and on this authority Anderson was taken 
from his cellin the holdover and confined in 
the city jail. The special act of forgery on 


Awhich he will be prosecuted isin the signing 


of the name of J. M. M. Stokes to 
a check for $25 on July 2, which 
authorized the payment of that sum to J. W. 
Bhepherd or bearer, and upon which Bev. 
Anderson received full payment. The records 
show that the 7 * operations extended 
over a period of thirteen months.

Re Quits His Connection With the Reformed 
Episcopal Church. 


It is annoupcatto-day that Mr. A. L. Rowe, 
& weill-kiown business man of North St. 
Louis, has severed his connection with the 
Immanuel Sunday School, at Eleventh street 
and Neihaus avenue in North St. Louis, and 
the Washington avenue church of the same 
name.

They Interpose Objections to Improving the 
City and Fall Back on the Charity Insti- 
tutions for an Excuse—The Broadway 
Merchants Receive No Support From the 
City’s Officers. 


To-morrow evening the appropriation Dill, 
in which all the estimates for public work to 
be done for the ensuing twelve months is 
given, will go before the Clty Coun- 
cil and there is not a mention 
of that all absorbing scheme to build a new 
arcade addition to the old Union Market, a 
much needed improvement. The appropriation 
for this purpose seems to have been lost in the 
shaffie. The eleomosynary institutions, a new 
bridge and miles of streets to be bullt 
seem to have taken up all the 
money the disbursers thought they could 
spareand the Broadway Improvement Com- 
mittee has noshowing in the list whatever. 
That there is a decided necessity for a change 
in the eondition of the Union Market no one 
attempts to deny. That it is a disgrace 
to the peighborhood and a large 
city is another fact beyond dis- 
pute. Yet it receives no mention 
foran appropriation. Asthe market place is 
now itisastanding nuisance to the city and 
why there are no damage suit filed against the 
city for broken legs and arms or other injuries 
incurred by the public slipping on vegetables 
thrown onthe sidewalk has always been a 
source of wonder to those who have noficed 


THAT DANGEROUS ROADWAY. 

There is a roadway running through the 
low one-story sheds south of the Dig building 
—the Union Market r s lined on 
both sides with stalls. here are about thirty 
of them, and only ten are rented. The road- 
way is so situated it does not come in the way 
frequented there 
is no trade there. Ths butchers and vegetable 
venders take advantage of this fact and 
though the street is a public bighway they 
abstruct it completely by standing and hitch- 
ing their teams there instead of placing them 
in stables or sheds in the neighborhood as 
they would have to do were the city ordinance 
regarding street obstruction enforced by the 
Marketmaster, or werethe street done away 
with and an arcade placed there instead. 
De aware of the result of horses 
standing in one day. How

and a nauseating smell arises which mingled 
with the hundred and one odors which bover 
about a large market, make the place any- | 
thing but a pleasant neighbor for the 
houses that cater to fine custom com- 
posed mostiy of ladies. The stalle 
mentioned before as not rented 
are used nevertheless, but are not paid for. 
A gardener not selling his truck in one day 
does not like to subject it to the jog home- 
ward, which might spoil it for market the 
next day, and quietly slips it an empty 
stall until the next morning. On opening up 
he takes it out, pulls off what looks shrivelied 
and throws it down. Not being held ac- 
countabie for that stall he goes away and 
leaves it 


TO BROIL AND FESTER 
in the sun until the cleaners call around later 
in the day and pick it up. There are 
more small merchants doing business at 
the Union Market than there is room for, but 
they will not seclude themselves in a stall on 
the worthless street running through the mar- 
ket. They prefer to take upafew feet on the 
curb, or pay two-thirds the rent of another 
vender having a stall fronting on a thorough- 
fare. The result of two men or women doing 
business in one stall hardly large enough 
for one is, that the counter overflows onto the 
sidewalk a few inches. No objectionis made 
and given an inch the vender takes about six 
feet, until he and his contemporary across the 
passageway strew their goods in such a man- 
ner as to take up the passageway and maket 
marketers pass by in single file between. 
This overcrowded condition brings abou 
brawls and every day fights which at times 
transformed the market into 

A VERITABLE BEDLAM 
vieing with the Dime Museum in interest. 
Union Market on Saturday night Is a sight to 
be remembered. A stream of humanity flows 
over the sidewalk one way and the 
stream going the other takes to the 
street or gutter. This Its what has 
aroused the Broadway merchants and es- 
pecially at this season of the year when the 
crowds atthe Union Market double in nam- 
bers and the odors and refuse increase accord- 
ingly. Whata transformation of scene would 
take place ifthe arcade was built can be im- 
agined. All that waste of space now occupied 
by 

THE STREET AND VACANT STALLS 
would be under cover and within walls where 
every foot of ground would be valuable to a 
vendor and his stock would constantly de be- 
fore the passing glance of marketers without 
an effort on his partora fight or hard feel- 
ings with his neighbor. This is the 
transformation the Broadway Committee 
is attempting to wake and has many chances 
of doing if the merchants stand together, 
wield their influence and see their reprerent - 
atives. They are preparing to do it and a del- 
egation of a number of citizens of this city 
will appear before the Council Committee on 
Ways and Means to-morrow and before same 
committee of the House of Delegates which 
will consider the appropriations in a few 
days. 

COMPTROLLER JOHN D. STEVENSON 
throws out a ray of hope to the Broadway 
merchants and says he has not the slightest 
doubt the Union Market will be built. In 
fact he is positive it will be built—next year. 
‘*I have done allI could for the project“ 
he said and am heartily in favor of it but 
the Union Market arcade cannot be built this 
year. Out of over $3,800,000 in the City Treas- 
ury all but oo has been appropriated and 
the supply was $1,000,000 short of the demand. 
That is very close figuring. This de- 
mand for an arcade was made 
very late and it now rest’s 
entirely with the Municipal Assembly, which 
may, in ite wisdom, figure out some way to 
build it. I have done ail I could, and after 
slicing off a little here and a little there I have 
managed to scrape together about $3,000, 
which I bave estimated would pay for laying 

A GRANITOID PAVEMENT 
on Broadway and Sixth street, and a 
granite pavement on the roadway. 
Ithink the public ought to walt until next 
year. There never has been such a demegnd 
on the City Treasury as there is this year, and 
itis now depleted.

During the 
two years past great improvements have been 
made, but we have not yet received the benefit 
of „increased assessments, which we will 
next year. I think the increase in 
revenue on these improvements will reach 
$200,000 and there will not be such a demand 
for funds then. This year we have beut our 
ear to the demands of humanity.

which exists in our eleemosynary Iinstitu- 
tions and about which the 
have howlea for several 
have stood that disgrace long enough, so let it 
be remedied now. A new coat of paint, a 
thorough cleaning out, a new pavement and a 
new street 2 — to appease the merchants, I 
think. They have stood it this long, why 
can’t they wait another year, when they can 
get what they want without any trouble! No, 
you have struck flint rock when you struck 
me for hope. I'm like the man 
in Arkansas who came to a fork in 
the road and not knowing which way to tura 
returned te the cottage and asked the 
madame.

THE CRONIN TRAGEDY, 


The Pinkertens Employed en Both Sides ef 
the Case. 


By Telegraph to the Posr-Disraren. 

NEW YorK, May 80.—Dr. Cronin’s friends in 
New York were much annoyed and perplexed 
yesterday by the positive assertion that while 
Mr. William Starkey of Chicagoand Toronto 


was in New York on bis recent hasty trip here 
he was in consultation with the Pinkerton 
detectives. Inasmuch as they had hired the 
Pinkertons to work upon the Cronin 
case in their interests and they 
firmly believe Starkey to be the 
agent of their enemies, they put the worst 
construction upon his visit. Starkey, it is 
generally supposed, arranged the false com- 
mission and reference which sought to Impli- 
cate Dr. Cronin in disreputable acts. He is 
said to have employed the Pinkertonsin the 
same matter. Many of Dr. Cronin’s friends 
opposed the hiring of the Pinkertons for this 
very reason, but they were overruled by the 
majority. Information received yesterday 
makes it pretty certain that Mr. Starkey 
is again in Toronto. The faction here which 
opposes him now believe his visit to New 
York bas some connection with the Cronin 
case and bodes no good tothe efforts to find 
the murderer. 

A letter which Dr. Cronin wrote several 
months ago to a friend in New York turned up 
esterday. It described minutely the manuer 
n which he was inveigied into going before 
the false commission, the persons who took 
partin the examination and the manner of 
questions that were put to him. It was sent 
to William J. Hines, a lawyer of Chicago, 
who is conducting the case in 
behalf of Dr. Cronin’s friends, and 
will be used In the trial of the alleged murder- 
ers, Asuggestion was also sent to Chicago 
that the Grand-jury there be induced to put 
certain newspaper reporters on oath and 
make them tell where, from whom and in 
what manner they got the false stories about 
Dr. Cronin which have been printed in. Chi- 
cago and Ce 4 — all over the country. It 
Is alleged that these stories were furnished 
the reporters all written out for publication 
and the discovery of the person who supplie 
them would put an end to the whole mystery. 


Starkey’s Denial. 


TORONTO, Ontario, May 30.—W. J. Starkey, 
the iawyer who fied from Chicago to this city 
some time ago to escape prosecution for tam- 
pering with a jury and who has been 


accused of complicity with OC. F. Long In the 

reparation of dispatches about Long’s al- 
eged interviews with Dr. Cronin, visited the 
newspaper oftices this morning and 
said he arrived in the city only yesterday 
after a month’s visit in New York. He de- 
clared thathe had had absolutely no deal- 
ings with Long and had no knowledge of the 
Cronin case.

time she has been living with her father, 
August Schreyer, a compositor on the 
Staats Zeitung. Menken worked for 
Frederick ecker as a bartender at 
No. 2670 Eighth avenue until about two 
months ago. Hewas with Becker nearly a 
year and during this period be became ac- 
quainted with Mrs. Schmidt. He saw her 
almost daily, used to go out walking and rid- 
ing with her and fell madly in love with her. 
She thought well of him, but would not listen 
to any proposition of marriage, as she bad 


ered Menken a worthless fellew. Menken 
and Mrs. Schmidt did pot meet often after he 
Becker’s, but she wrote several 
letters to him. They were found on 
Menken’s body, but there was nothing 
in them that bore upon the murder or the re- 
lations between Mrs. Schmidt and Menken. 
Abouta month ago they had a quarrel and 
Mrs. Schmidt refused to see bim again. Her 
father told Menken that he would kick him 
out of the house if he ever found bim there.

Mcnken struck Mrs. Schmidt sev- 
eral times in the boy’s presence and she fell 
upon her knees and begged Menken not to 
strike her. He said that he would kill her 
uniess she ran away and married him 
at once, She tried to explain that 
she could not legally marry him, and this ex- 
usperated bim and he struck her upon the 
head with a pitcher. Young Otto became 
frightened and ran into the street, screaming 
for heip. 

Menken stopped beating the woman and de- 
liberately barricaded the doors dy piling 
chairs and tables against them. After yelling 
like a maniac several times, he took a re- 
volver from his pocket and opened fire on 
Mrs. Schmidt. The first shot made 
a flesh-wound in her head, and 
she ran to the front of the house 
to escape.

WAYS TO KEEP HEALTH. 


OF INTEREST 


SOME SEASONABLE HINTS 
TO ALL. 


Choking Up With Waste—The Body's Drain- 
age System — Effectiveness of Turkish 
Baths — Responsibility of Drunkards — 
Contagiousness of Consumption—Test of 
Death—Catarrh.

The generality of peopie enjoy much better 
health during summer than in winter, This 
is ungestionably the rule with those of sed- 
entary occupations who are denied sufficient 
Probably the principal reason is 
that during the warm season the skin is much 
the most active, and sweating is always more 
or less profuse. Perhaps it is too much to 
say that those who do not sweat easily and 
often cannot be healthy, but it certainly 
would be betterfor all could they by some 
means—the best is exercise—manage to work 
themselves into a perspiration every day. It 
is roughly estimated that there are 7,000,000 
pores in the skin which open on its surface. 
They are a very large part of the body's sew- 
erage system; And some one with patient cal- 
culation has reached the solution that these 
pores are sluice-gates for over twenty-five 
miles of drainage. It is very evident tha 
health largely dépends upon the good working 
condition of this drainage system, and if the 
outlete—the pores—are blocked up, the waste 
matters must be diverted into other channels. 
Other avenues—notably the bowels and kid- 
neys—have been provided by nature for tre 
discharge of waste from the system, but the) 
have sufficient work of theirown todo; and 
while they would patiently respond for a 
time to any extra demands upon them, sooner 
or later, unless relieved of the unusual bur- 
den, they would show signs of distress, and 
become so crippled they would no longer be 
able to perform properly even their own legit- 
imate work. The waste which should be 
thrown off through the skin cannot be 
entirely diverted and sent out through 
other channels; much of it must remain 
locked up in the system. When its 
natural outlet is obstructed, some of it per- 
meates the tissues of the body, enters the 
blood, and is distributed about in the systen. 
and so produces diseases of various kinds. 
By frequent bathing the pores are kept fairly 
well opened, but it will be clear to all that the 
little tubes can only be kept perfectly free by 
frequent flushing. When aperson gets into 
a good sweat, the outfiow is considerable, 
and the channels are well washed out. If 
that salutary process takes place every day, 
andthe body isduly cleaned byone ortwo 
baths a week, in that direction at least, about 
all is being done which can be done to keep 
the skin active and healthy. Daily 
exercise to meet all requirements 
should be carried far enough to 

roduce ulte a free perspiration. 

tis undeniably a fact that ave large pro- 
porti not the ills which man suffers from are 
due to obstruction in the skin system of drain- 
age. Thatfauit is almost always present in 
those who take cold easily, and in those who 
are victims to neuraigia, sleeplessness, dys- 
epsia, billouesness, gout, etc. And this cluss 
slargely made up of people who live inactive 
or sedentary lives ere this liability of the 
system to choke up with waste fully appreci- 
ated by people generally, and means to obvi- 
ate it conscientiously taken, infinintely less 
medicine would be need 
worid than is now used. 
ficient exercise cannot be 
viate the defect, the next best means is 
the hot air bath. Such a bath can, of course, 
be taken in one’s own home, something after 
the same method as the old-fashioned rum- 
sweating process. But any domestic arrange 
ment must be incomplete in the absence of 
the shower bath, the hand-rubbing, etc. All 
the essentials are found in the Turkish bath. 
whieb some physicians have even gone so far 
as to say isthe most powerful and certain,and 
atthe same time the safest and most agree- 
able thereapeutic agent in existence. One of 
them quite rightly says that 4 
person can remove as much of the 
poisonous and effete matter from the body in 
one hour in a Turkish bath as can be removed 
by other means in twenty-four bours. In this 
form of bath, as Prof. Erasmus Wilson says, 
**the skin acquires color, freshness, firmness 
and elasticity; it loses the muddy and faded 
hues of Ill bealth and the parched and 
wrinkled aspect of infirmity and age, and it 
recures for the habitual bather exercise, 
eaith and lite. As for the effects of the 
Turkish bath upon the disordered liver and 
kidneys they are very warked indeed. Not 
—. does it lite no small part of their work, 
and so give them a chance to recuper- 
ate, but it draws the blood 
from them to the surface of 
body and 20 reliv ves conges- 
tion, and hene obviates a strong tendency to 
disease. Turkish batha are efficient in reduo- 
ing weight; therefore it is held that they ure 
contra-indicated for those who are thin. But, 
strange as it may seem, they act both ways; 
where a person is whatis so aptiy termed 
**soft and Mabby’’ and is overloaded with fat 
they reduce bim; whereas, a person in poor 
th and thin they, by restoring the system 
toa tapes condition, increase the bodily

ing or preventing the normal volition.’’ The 
lawyers take issue with the majority of pby- 
sicians. According to the Albany Law Journal, 
Austin Abbot: of New York has said: ‘‘If you 
go into the police court Sunday morning and 
ask to have discharged every man who has 
been arrested for drunkenness—to let him go, 
on the principle that inebriety is a disease, 
and ask to have that view carried into general 
effevut—tbe result would be that the occasional 
convivial offenuers, the men who are guilty of 
crimes committed under exceptional pussion, 
under exceptional temptations, under excep- 
tional stimulus, would be sent to jail, and the 
men who are wholly given over to it and are 

oing to doltagain and again would be set 
ree. Ex-Judge Noah Davis says: It the 
fact of being drunk was excuse for committing 
a crime every man would get drunk who con- 
templated committing a crime. A voluntary 
demon who has produced a condition in him- 
self by his own act, which is not the disease 
known as insanity, isnot excused, and just 
so it would be if that condition had been pro- 
duced by any other kind of disease.’’ For 
the present, at least, the inebrlate who com- 
mits a crime must bear the full resposibility 
for it; and it were better so for society. 
In certain sections of our country where 
fixed laws are few and man is held respon- 
sible to man for what he says and does, 
and when a man is drunk itis not considered 
to be apy excuse for him to offend against 
rightand decency, either by werd or act, 
there the native drunkard is seldom guilty of 
that brawling, rufiaaism and crime which 
characterizes the drunkard of civilization. 
Witu us society allows him who is loaded u 
with alcohol altogether too much Icense. If 
he stands on street corners, insulting ever 
one who passes him, the fact that he is dunk 
goes a great way toward excusing his beastiy 
conduct. Wivesof drunkards expect to be 
pounded, and within certain Umits, 
ere not disposed to complain,  hold- 
log, as they do, that these 
brutes of husbands are in a great degree irre- 
sponsible when under the influence of rum. Kk 
is unfortunate for all that the rule accepted in 
our far western country cannot be adopted 
everywhere, and every individual take it upon 
himself to administer justice then and there 
when the drunkard insults or attacks him. 
Give every man to understand tnat, whether 
drunk or sober, be isto be held sirictly ac- 
countable, and when drunk he will not be so 
ready to use his hands and Ms tongue against 
others. 

CONTAGIOUSNESS OF CONSUMPTION. 

The need to go to the fountatn head of the 
milk supply, and be rigidly exacting there, is 
plainly evident in the face ofore fact alone— 
and there are many otbers or like character— 
that consumption may be contracted by those 
who use the milk of cows suffering from a 
disease of asimilar nature. Of course there 
isno means of knowing what proportion of 
consumptives received the germs of disease 
in that way, but it is reasonable to suppose 
that itis by no means small. Not very long 
ago therecame from California reports that 
several members of one family had died in 
succession from consumption, undoubtedly 
first contracted from using milk from cows 
which were noticed to be ailing, growing poor 
in spite of the best care, and coughing, and 
eventually three or four of a herd of twenty 
died. These cases are of special interest, 
showing, as they do, with reasonable certainty 
not only the danger of infection from animals, 
but also tbe communicability of the malady 
from a diseased toseund persons. The first 
one that showed signs of decline was a 
daughter of 18, very fond of milk. She steadi- 


iy failed and, after eight months, weut to live 


with a married sister, with whom sbe re- 
mained for two months, then returned home 
to die one month later. This married sister 
was soon taken and held precisely like ber. She 
steadily failed and died in eight months. Her 
health previous to ber sister’s visit was most 
vigorous. Then a brother, who had taken 
much care of his youngest sister, was 
taken sick with the same symptoms, and 
lived only six months. In less than three 
months after his death the only remain- 
ing sister contracted the fatal disease, and so 
rapid end virulent wasthe attack that only 
four months Intervened between a condition 
of apparently vigorous heaita and her death. 
They all had excellent care, fresh usir, 
abundantand easily assimilated food, etc. 
About four months after the death of the last 
sister the only rethaining brother, who had 
nursed his last sister, was attacked with 
syiwptoms similar to the others, and was can 
didiy informed by his physician that he 
was in the same condition and fated 
to go the same way that they had 
gone. Shortly aiter his attack he had 
read an account of Knoch’s discovery of the 
bacilius tuberculosis, and bad accepted the 
germ theory as the one best fitted to explain 
the cases in his own family; and disheartened 
by the failure of their treatment, he deter- 
mined to fight his own battle on the germicide 
plan. He confined himself to a room for a 
week, constantly inhaling creosote in such 
strength that he shed off the mucous mem- 
brane from the mouth and throat, and his 
lungs feilt raw and sore in breathing. But 
afterthe week the cough ceased, the expec- 
tcretion stopped, his appetite increased, he 
gained strength, flesh, weight, and was, in 
his own judgment, well, 


TEST OF DEATH. 

Many tests have been suggested to deter- 
mine whether or not life is extinct where 
death has appeared to occur. One ofthe most 
recent, and held tobe oneofthe most reli- 
able, is called the ammonia-hypodermic test. 
In using this test the operator injects one hy- 
podermic syringeful of strong solution of 
ammonia under the skin of the arm or some 
other convenient portion of the y. tthe 
body be not dead—if there be the faintest cir- 
culrtion—the ammonia will produce on the 
skin, overthe point where it was injected, a 
briaht red patch, on the surface of which 
raised red spots will appear; but if there be 
absolute death, there will be 8 a 
brown dark biotch, which is definitely con- 
ciusive against any possible vitality.

And the expense incurred will have been small 
compared to what it would have been under 
self-applied treatment, which is always a 
matter of experiment, with nearly all the 
chances against success. 


MEASURING PAIN, 


Recording the Speed of a Rheumatic 
Twinge—A Remarkable Instrument, 


From the American Analyst. 

The University of Pennsylvania is the 
pioneer in introducing the mind-measuring 
system into America. Prof. Cattell recently 
bronght with him trom Germany some quite 
remarkable instruments, principally of his 
own invention, which are to be hereafter em- 
ployed in demonstrating his psychologic: 1 
lectures. They perform tasks Which material. 


ists have scouted as impossibilities, and 
strongly tend to prove that DSV- 
chology, despite all that has been 
said to the contrary, is an exact 
science. One of these instruments will calcu- 
late to a nicety the traveling speed of an im 
pression. A chronoscope and a voltaic bat- 
tery are the principal agents in the solution 
of this intricate problem. By tieir means 
registration is made ot the exact time that 
elapses between the occurrence of an act and 
the sign given by the subject operated upon 
that he has perceived the act. By a process 
of subtraction the timeis discovered which 

asses between the moment at which the 
mpression reaches conscioasness and the mo- 
ment when the subject knows that 
he perceives. In this manner a man’s 
rapidity of perception—his ability to see, taste, 
smell, bear or feel—may be accurately deter- 
mined. For the measurement of souud the 
subject forms a circuit by applying his bands 
to the two poles of the battery. On hearing a 
specified noise he instantly breaks the circuit. 
Iumediately the band of the chronoscope stops 
short, indicating in thousandths of a second 
the time that bas elapsed between, the occur 

rence of the sound and the breaking of the 
circuit. On this basis man’s perceptive 
power is calculated. By analagous 
means the comparative awiftness ot 
sight is measured, Prof. Cattell has 
ascertained, for instance, that one-tenth ofa 
second suffices for him to perceive a color, 
one-eigli.th of a second is nevessary for the 
perception of aletter, and one-seventh of a 
second for a word. The strength of a person’s 
memory is determined by a complicated ma- 
chine which presents tothe eye at intervals 
of a second, flushes of light of varying degrees 
of intensity. The more subtie is a man’s power 
of recognition, the more readily he dis- 
tinguishes one light spot from another, and 
the longer he retains its impressions. 
In this way the mind’s concentration 
and retentiveness are measured in fractions 
ofasecond, By means of the gravity chro- 
nometer the comparative ease or dimiculty 
with which letters or words may be perceived 
is demonstrated. In a siiding screen moved 
by electricity a slit five inches wide is inserted 
behind which ap object is exposed to yiew for 
an infinitesimal space:ftime. Ina series of 
experiments with the letters of the alnhabet 
the time of exposure was one-thousandth ofa 
88 Out of 270 triale W was seen 24] times, 
whilé K appeared seen but 63times. Of other 
capital letters Z, M, Dand U ranked next 
in succession after in the quickness with 
which they were perceived, while V, F, U and 
J were observed only with great difficnity. Of 
the small letters dis the most casily recog- 
nized, and s least easily, the former being 
erceived three times as often as the latter. 
f the several colors are exposed to view in 
like manner for a fraction of a second orange 
and yellow will be clearly perceived. Blue, 
red and green follow in the order named, 
violet being the least easily recognized and 
requiring two or three times as long ex ure 
asthe bright colors. This device is of great 
value in measuring the range or complexity of 
the mind.

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THE DRESSING OF THE WINDOW 


How the Elaborateness of It First Came 
A bout—The Catching of the Public Eye. 


From the New York Mail and Express. 

Window dressing is something ofa fine art 
nowadays. The times cause ittobeso. He 
who has the most attractive window is mak- 
ing the most sales. Each merchant attempts 
to outdisplay the other, and in the great re- 
tall emporiums the position of window-dress- 
er is among the best in the house. For the 
expert in this sort of work is rarely to be met 
with. He must bean artist, a mechanic, and 


well versed in colors and stuffs. 

Art window dressing in this country never 
had a beginning. It is simply a growth, the 
outcome of a struggie for novelty and to excel 
one’s neighbor and competitor. Ten years 
ago there were in New York City but three or 
four large dry goods houses. These had the 
name,the fame and the trade, Then there 
were hundreds of small stores and shops. 
For the advancement of any one of these the 
public eye must be attracted to it. And it was 
very largely window display that accomplished 
this, that built up rivals tothe old estabiish- 
ments, who had attempted little of that sort 
of thing. At first in these small shops it was 
some clever and artistically inclined man 
from behind the counter who spent a part of 
his time in arranging the window. As the 
business grew the window becume the more 
important, and in the newer and larger stores 
of the new concerns entering with success into 
competition with the old establishments, 
windows were built specifically fer show pur- 
poses, and window dressing became a depart- 
ment of itself. Window dressers began to be 
sent for from Londgn and Paris, but the most 
of them commenced behind the counter, 
and in ali their window work have 
kept pace in their ideas with the 

rowing demands of their concerns. 
— say that there are only a dozen first- 
class window-dressers both in New York and 
Brooklyn; others claim that there are not half 
that number. Just what constitutes good 
window dressing it le dificult to find out, un- 
less it is simply the power of attracting the 

ublic eye. Professional jealousy seems to be 
argely in existence about another man’s pos- 
session of that power. 

„J can’t expiain how I dress a window,’’ 
said one of the best of the craft the other day; 
„my experience tells me how to display goods 
and to get certain effects, and that is all there 
is of it. There are no rules about it, although 
a window-dresser told me once you could 
learn it ali out of a book. But you 
can’t. It ies a matter or long experience. By 
study and practice you gain ideasto be fol- 
iowod out. Ot course, you must know bow 
to put colors and stuffs together. All the 
really good men at it have been in the busi- 
ness fliteen or twenty years, abroad and 
here; a man must have it in him atthe start 
and then he must begin as a boy. He should 
have been behind the counter, and know 
just how to handle and display goods. But 
there's no rule at all about it. Every man in 
business goes to work differently. 

In most of the large stores the window- 
dresser is autocrat in bis department, and has 
his own private room forthe keeping of his 
framework and materials. In Brvoklyn this 
is especially the case. There the stores are 
newer, the windows, larger and the dis- 
play in general more elaborate. Inthe win- 
dow-dresser’s room of a store which displays 
picture designs as well as goods, there is 
much to be seen. A carpenter's bench—tor 
he is bis own carpenter—framework of wood, 

atteboard and brass everywhere, standards 

or the draping ot dress goods, drawers and 

cabinets full of stuffs, men’s clothing and wax 
heads. Inthe making up of the *‘dummies’’ 
used, only the heads are bought, sand a steck

Swineford, ‘‘I was further from Attu Isiar 
the westernmost part in Alaska, than I w. 
from Portland, Me. This may serve to gi. 
some idea of the prodigious distances « 
Alaska. But I can furnish a more strikin 
one. If the capital of the United States wa 
located in the center of,tne United States— 


that is to say, at a point equidistant from 
Quaddyhead, Me., and Attu Island, Alaska—it 
would be in the Pacific Ocean, some 600 miles 
north by west of San Francisco.

She learned also the finger 
alphabet and its corresvondence with the let- 
ters, and when Dr. Howe had apets a word b 
his hands, she feeling them would reproduce it 
in hertypes. Three months suffice to bring 
her so far—an almost incredible progress. 
The process of Laura Briduman’s education 
has been minutely described in early days by 
Dr. Howe, and later by Mary 8. Lamson, her 
subsequent instructor. She gained a knowl- 
edge of arithmetic and geography. and be- 
came a very neat searnstress, making her own 
cloihes, and later being able to operate a 
sewing-machine. She did bousework also, 
and went with great ease about the places she 
became famlillar with. 

The most remarkable thing about her case 
was her extraordinary mental development 
Inthe realm of abstract ideas. She herself 
began this with questiouing Dr. Howe on the 
beginnings of things. Land and sea were, she 
existed, others existed—bhow did they come 
to exist? Dr. Howe set forth to her the idea 
of God, the origin of all, hig character of 
goodness and wisdom, and she seized upon 
all he said with avidity and a singular intel 
gence. Ber religious life was from that day 
serious and sure. She never felt the necessity 
of a creed and she never knew what a multi- 
plicity of creeds there are inthe world. Her 
moral character grew symimetr.caliy, and it 
was noticed that while she was ready to ac- 
cord every other person his or ber rights, she 
was exacting as to her oon. Her achievement 
of language did not include a perfect knn 
edge of grammatical forms, and what she 


wrote often required a littie imagination to 


‘poe out; but she wrote touching letters, and 
yetimes what she calied poems, which are 
stremely interesting to students of the 
sature ofthe mind. Her use of adjectives was 
very striking from its picturesqueness. She 
chose phrases that gave the idea of feeling, 
most frequently, and yet she often struck out 
a bold image inastyle that has been called 
Homeric. 

Nothing more 2 has been done in 
the way of training the human reason and 
bringing outa soul from utter darkness than 
the education of Laura Bridgman. When 
Charles Dickens came tothis country in 1842 
he visited her at Dr. Howe’s school, and his 
mention of her in ‘‘American Notes“ bas 
been given a disproportionate share in mak- 
ing her cuse known. It has become, indeed, 
one of the celebrated cases of the world, and 
a great epur to humane endeaver in behalf of 
tne blind, the deaf and the dumb in civilized 
nations. Laura Bridgman has been a succeas- 
fulteacher in the South Boston institution, 
and has made her home there always during 
the school sessions, while spending her sum- 
mere at Hanover with her fammiy. Her mother 
is Still living.

There are things which we saw 
or heard or experienced once in our lives and 
which we never forget, whereas things which 
we have committed to memory very soon pass 
out of remembrance, Weendeavor some- 
times to remember something, but not- 
withstanding all our efforts are not able to do 
so, and we find that that same thing later 
comes suddenly back without our co-opera- 
tion, sometimes even against our will. All 
this would be impossible, if memory had any- 
thing to do with it, . 

We know by experience that nose things 
which make a strong impression, agreeable or 


disagreeable, are always easily remembered, 


wheregs indifferent things, or such as we 
have paid but little attention to, sre soon for- 
We know by experience that if ideas 


ideas present, but they usually expel those 
So if 


ideas bave disappeared 
minds for the present. This is generaliy, but 
not always, the case. Sometimes the ideas 
which were present do not disappear. As in 
the physical world, where the stronger beats 
the weaker, you will findthat stronger ideas 
If those ideas 
which come to the mind are stronger than 
they find present they will by 
strength expel the weaker ones. 
is shown in the fact that it one 
thing attracts our attention all other ideas 
disappear from the mind forthe moment. But 
if the ideas which come to the mind fina 
others present which are stronger then 
those latter ones do not admit the new- 


comers, they repel them immediately. This 
isshown in the fact that if something pre- 
occupies us we neither hear nor see what is 
vyoing on around us, though we are in the 
same physical condition as before. Our eyes 
and ears are open, but tle ideas trying to 
come in through those channels are repelied 
by the strong ideas present in the mind. A 
very striking proof of this action and reac- 
tion of ideas in the mind is of daily 
experience. You are sometimes occupied 
with Jsomething that absorbs all your atten- 
tion. Say, for instance, you read a book 
which you like very much; there may be 
other people in the same room reading, or 
even playing music, bat you neither see nor 
bear anything because the book absorbs your 
attention. But sometimes you suddenly stop, 
because you have just observed that you do 
not know what you have been readiny about 
in the last ten or twenty lines, and you must 
read itagain to know what it is. This will 
happen if chance brings to the mind 
an idea which is stronger than those coming 
from the book. As long as the book 
fixed your attention nothing else was admit 
ted; but a word spoken, a noise heard, or 
even, sometimes, an idea recalled to the 
mind by the book itself ‘‘crossesa the mind; 
in other words, an idea appears which is 
stronger than those coming from the book. 
From that moment nothing else is admit- 
ted, and this is why you do not know what 
you have been reading about in the last ten 


or twenty lines.

The proofthatit is so is 
the fact that we cannot forget things which 
we would like to forget; those things 
when they happened made a strony im pres- 
sion.

As the facility or ditticulty 
of remembrance depends upon the strength 
with which ideas. blend inthe mind the only 
means to strengthen the memory, or rather 
to facilitate remeuibrance, is not to deal with 
memory at all, but to ind means to strength- 
en ideas which are too weak to make an im- 
pression. 

I bave not to offer you new means which I 
have discovered, or very complicated means, 
to strengthen impressions. On the contrary, 
Iappiy very old and very simple means, 
h eh everybody applies more or less, Kut 1 
venture to say’lehail show you some new 
results which you will obtain with very old 
and very simple means. I need notsay that 
these means are taken from experience. We 
know by experience that if there are too many 
ideas at the same time in the mind they 
weaken each other. It we try to think of too 
many things at once weforget everything 
again in a very short time. ‘The first means, 
therefore, I recommend to facilitate remem- 
brance is to concentrate our attention on as 
few ideas as possible at the same time, be- 
cause the fewer ideas there are at the same 
time in the miud the stronger they will be. 

Another very simple means to compel our 
attention, hecause thie is all, is comparison. 
because if I compare two things Iam com- 
pelled to pay equal and exclusive attention to 
the two things which lcomwpare. The trouble 
Itaketo seek their connection strengthens 
them in my mind, and consequently they 
will blend stronsly together. It later one of 
them comes back to the mind orI recall it 
it will recall the other with which I compare 
it. These recollections are so easy that, as 
you know, not only things which we com- 
pared, but even things which never compared, 
but which bear a great resemblance or a great 
analogy, recall each other. 

These are the two simple means—l may say 
the two exclusive means—which I endeavor to 
show we can apply to whatever we have to 
learn by heart or to keePin mind, viz., first to 
concentrate our attention on as few ideas asa 
possible atthe time; and secondly, to com- 
pare. Iwillehow bow strong these associa- 
tions are if we do not meddle with them, if 
you allow me to give you a series of ideas.

PLANS TO BE CONSIDERED AT NEXT 
WEDNESDAY’S MEETING. 


What the Owners of River Property Have 
in View—An Important Gathering— 
Plans for a Union Depot and Its Ad- 
vantages—Street-Car Lines Co-Operat- 
ing—Freight Terminals.

AN IMPORTANT MEETING. 

The East End Improvement Association has 
been guietly but actively moving in the mat- 
ter forsome time past, and yesterday the fol- 
lowing circular was issued by Richard Ennis, 
President of the association, and Marcus 
Bernheimer, one of its most active members: 

In the mutual interest of the property- 
owners and mercantile occupants of the 
quarter east of Fourth street and bordering 
the river front, once known as the ‘commer- 
cial center’ of St. Louis, the present is 
deemed the opportune timeto setin motion 
the long-desired resolve—to restore to this 
section its former supremacy as the business 
quarter of our great city. 

The selection of this field of entry by the 
great Northwestern corporation, the C., B. & 
Q. Railroad, through their late immense pur- 
chases into the very heart of the 
East End, coming just at a time 
when the new St. Louis Merchants’ 
Bridge is an assured fact and coupled with the 
efforts of the old bridge company to secure 
an extension of its terminal facilities in this 
quarter too, lends the hope that the long- 
looked for dawn of a revival and restoration 
for the ‘River District’ is now at hand. 

„While all this has come to us unsolicited, 
yet itallthe more behooves all those inter- 
ested to bestir themselves inthe endeavor to 
organize, in order that, after mature refieo- 
tion and thorough consideration of all pro- 
posed plans, we may be able to determine 
upon such a line of action as will secure from 
either or all the transportation corporations 
centering here, the adequate facilities that 
our purpose requires. 

To this end, and representing the interests 
involved, we ask you to meet us at the 
Mercantile Club, Locust street, near Eighth, 
on Wednesday evening, June 5, at 8p. m. 

Nearly athousand of these circulars were 
sent out and a large attendance is anticipated. 

In reference to the plans to be proposed an 
attorney who represents several large estates 


situated east of Broadway said: ‘‘The people 
do not yet fully understand the na- 
ture and effect of the movement 
now on foot. The articles that have appeared 
in the Post-DISPATCH are accurate as far as 
they go, but they do not cover the whole 
ground. Of course tracks must be secured, 
but this is only the starting point. There are 
tracks now on the Levee, and to put 
another line on Main street, while 
it wouldn't greatly improve the value 
of the property in that section, 
would fall far short of accomplishing all that 
the East End Improvement Association aims 
at. What we want is not tracks alone, but 
convenient depots, and these not only for 
freiazht but for passengers. 
PLANS FOR A PASSENGER DEPOT. 

“Consider in the first place passenger de- 
pots. If arrangements can be made for es- 
tablishing these, the convenience of the whole 
community will be added to in a Kreater de- 
gree than by any other scheme that has been 
proposed for years. The present cattle sheds 
are not only a disgrace to the city, but are 
most inconveniently located. All those who 
live in the northern and western quarters 
have to take two lines of cars to reach their 
destination, and many bave in addition to 
walk several squares. On arriving at the 
depot all those who wish to reach the trains 
have to descend what is probably the steepest 
stairway in St. Louls, which in winter 
is 80 coated with ice and snow 
AB to be positively perilous. The 
time required to go to or come from the depot 
is a very important factor, and occasions 

at inconvenience in many cases. Then the 
mpression produced upon a stranger on leav- 
ing the depot for the business section of the 
city is most unfavorable. The first pubiic 
buliding encountered is the r and the 
second the jail. But worst of ail is the pas- 
sage through the tunnel. Every one knows 
whata hot, smoky place it is, and, should 
an accident occur while a passe train is in 
it, the consequences would frightful. 
Hundreds every week go through the tunnel 
with fear and trembling, and would undergo 
much inconvenience to avoid it. 

„What is aimed at now, is to secure the 
erection ofa fine passenger depot near Main 
street. At present this quarter is rather re-
